WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The Post-Dispatch’s recent poll of the 
Democratic senators showed that, with the exception of Mr. Simmors of 
North Carolina, Mr. Clay of Georgia and Mr. Stone of Missouri, the Sen- 
ate Democrats favor Judge Parker’s nomination for President. 

Democratic senators believe that what they had to say then about 
the impracticability of Mr. Cleveland’s supporters rallying strength 
enough to secure the Democratic presidential nomination for him had a 
good deal to do with his writing the letter to St. Clair McKelway at this 


time, expressing his ‘‘unalterable and conclusive’ 


’ determination not to 


permit his name to be presented to th national conyntion next year. 


Five weeks ago the*Post-Dispatch and 
New York World published interviews 
with 26 of the 33 Democratic senators, 
every one of whom declared that it would 
be impossible for Mr. Cleveland to get 
the necessary two-thirds vote for the nom- 
ination. The only reason the seven were 
not quoted was that six were not in the 
“ity at the time and the seventh, Mr Gor- 
man, himself a candidate, refused, natural- 
ly, to discuss the subject for publication. 

Nearly all of them declared that, if, by 
any possibility, Mr. Cleveland should be 
the nominee, he would carry the solid 
South against Mr. Roosevelt, though sev- 
eral of them intimated privately that, if 
Mr. Hanna should beat Mr. Roosevelt out 
for the Republican nomination and Mr. 
Cleveland were the oposing candidate, the 
Ohioan would break the solid South. Mr. 
McCreary of Kentucky and Mr. Overman 
of North Carolina, both new senators, 
fresh from the people, were the only ones 
who expressed any belief that it would 
be at all possible to nominate Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

With singular unanimity the 26 agreed

THE MILK BILL HEARING. 

Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock a public hearing yill be 
granted in the House of Delegates, on the new milk bill before 
the sanitary committee of that body. 

It may be taken for granted that the promoters of the bill 
will be present in force. The Post-Dispatch has published all 
the facts in regard to this bill, which is intended as a gub- 
stitute for the existing law, under which a large number of 
vendors of impure and adulterated milk have been prosecuted 
and the consumer has received better protection than for many 
years past. Pan 

The promoters of the new bill have failed to show adequate 
reason why it should become law. Many of its provisions are 
manifestly vicious and could only have the effect of making 
milk inspection a farce. The bill provides for a low standard 
in quality, for coloring matter, for rules that would hamper 
inspection, and in general, for conditions that would favor 
the dishonest dealer. s 

The interests of the honest dealer and of the general public, 
including that of the thousands of little children who will 
suffer and die if milk inspection is defeated, should be heard’ 
before the House of Delegates. In deciding on their course 
in this matter the city legislators should be governed by con- 
«eration for the common good. After a 30-year fight for it, 
we now have milk inspection that accomplishes its object. 
Let no backward step be faken. Protect the city’s milk supply.

SOLVING THE TRAMP PROBLEM. 

At a conference called by the Philadelphia. Society for Or 
ganizing Charity, two weeks ago, a plan was formulated to ex- 
tinguish the tramp. 

There are two features to this proposal: A mendicancy police 
im all lafge cities; establishmemt of railroad police by the 
great trunk lines especially designed to discourage boxcar and 
truck tramping. 

The mendicancy police is rather a social than a punitive 
police. Its aim is to make a permanent disposition of those 
who come within its scope. An effort will be made to put the 
tramp back where he belongs in society. Work will be found 
for cripples and wayward sons restored to their families. 

Much depends upon the efficiency of the railroad police. In 
1880, before the establishment of a police on the Pennsyivania 
lines, 1969 tramps were killed while stealing rides and 461 lost 
either an arm or leg. Last year only 46 arrests were made on 
those lines and some divisions were entirely free from tramps.

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A DEFINITION WANTED. 

If St. Louis were located in a “possession” where the con- 
stitution does not follow the flag, all our problems might be 
greatly simplified. 

An order from “the commission” would settle everything; 
or, if not, a file of soldiers back of the order would be the 
final solution of the whole matter. 

When the official education resulting from such simplicities 
is applied to St. Louis problems, however, it does not elucidate 
everything. 

For instance, it leaves the nature of “conspiracy against the 
United States” still vague. 

When Anna Dreyer reported to her family and with their 
countenance to her superiors in Washington that official au- 
thority over her had been used for other than official purposes, 
this communication to a member of her family appears to con- 
stitute conspiracy on her part in giving the information and 
on his in acting on it.

From Julian King Colford’s “The Signs of 
Old London'’ in December 8t. Nicholas. 
The golden grasshopper on the tower of 

the Royul Exchange has been for nearly 

three and a half centuries a London land- 
mark as familiar ag the cross on 8t. Paul's 
or the dragon on Bow Church steeple. 
Sir Thomas Gresham, a royal agent-.in 
three successive reigns, founded the Ex- 
change in the reign of Elizabeth He 
erected at his own expense a beautiful 
structure in the Plemish style of archi- 

tecture, with shops on the first floor. A 

bell-tower, crowned by a huge grasshop- 

per, stood on one side of the chief en- 
trance. The bell in this tower summoned 

the merchants at 12 o’clock noon and 6 

o'clock evening. During the Great Fire 

of 1666 the building was totally destroyed. 

The statues of kings and queens which 

ornamented tho corridors were precipl- 

tated into the enormous cellars, and with 
them the tower and grasshopper. 
Gresham was loyally loved by the me 
tropolis, and his generous services were 
not forgotten. From the mountain of de- 
bris the grasshopper was rescued, and it 
was placed—a lofty vane of gilt brass 
above the new dome supported by eight 

Corinthian columna, and to this hour

Heath, Machen, Beavers and Tyner 
Are Pilloried in Strong Terms and 
Striking Evidence Against Them

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The shocking 
story of the looting of the ; ,/ernment of 
millions by the postoffice WU srafters’’ is 
tola4 today in the report of }ogrth Assis- 
tant Postmaster-General Bristow on his 
inquiry of several months duration into 
the scandal. 

The report, as given out, is accompanied 
by a memorandum by the President, ap- 
proving the findings and making recom- 
mendations. 

Perry Heath, August W. Machen, George 
W. Beavers and former Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Tyner are discussed at great 
jength. Minor personages are discussed 
with a few paragraphs. 

The loss to the government cannot be 
estimated but it will reach several mil- 
Mons. 

The loss to the people through the ‘‘get- 
rich-quick"’ companies that are alleged to 
have bribed their way into the mails ts 
not far from $5,000,000. 

It is estimated that the grafters have 
made fully $500,000 out of it. 

Forty inapectors have been at work for 
cight months on the investigation and 1000 
postoffices have been exam'ned. 

As a result of the investigation four of- 
ficers and employes of the department have 
resigned and 13 have been removed. Forty- 
four indictments have been found, involv- 
ing 31 persons, 10 of whom have been con- 
nected with the postal service.

The Cases Against 
Perry 8. Heath 


One case against Mr. Heath had 
with the sale of the postoffice department 
of the Montague indicator, a device at- 
tached to street letter boxes, showing the 
hours of collection. The division of sup- 
plies and allowances, of which George W. 
Beavers was the head, and the division of 
free delivery, of which A. W. Machen was 
the head, were both involved in the trans- 
action. 

A company to manufacture and sell this 
device was promoted by W. W. Montague, 
postmaster at San Francisco, and D. 5S.

Richardson, cashier in that office. Mr. 
Bristow tells how, in an effort to interest 
the department in the Montague indicator, 
1000 shares of stock were given to Machen, 
who had it made out in the name of H. G. 
Seger, and 2000 shares to Beavers. Seger 
says he paid $1200 for his stock. There is a 
mystery regarding the true ownership of 
the 2000 shares given to Beavers. It was 
issued in the name of D. 8. Richardson, 
and. at Beaver's suggestion, assigned to 
John R. McDcnough. Mr. Bristow pub- 
'gshes two letters sent by Beavers to Rich- 
ardson. One of them acknowledges the first 
dividend on the stock and says: “I have 
not seen Mr. Heath, but will make an- 
other effort today.”’ , 
The other letter, dated Aug. 21, 1902, ad- 
dressed to Richardson, says: ‘Our friond 
at Salt Lake wants the inclosed siock 
drawn in the name of Edwin R. Bacon. 
Kindly issue new certificates and have 
these destroyed. Forward same to me by 
registered mailil.’’ 

On the face of the last letter, indorsed 
in lead pencil in the handwriting of R. H. 
Ppsey, secretary of the company, appears 
“Editor Salt Lake Tribune," and on the 
back, ‘133 S. West Temple,” and ‘9th E. 
and Brigham,’’ the first being Perry 8. 
Heath's address in Salt Lake City and the 
second his home at that time. 

The “‘inclosed stock,’ referred to in the 
Beavers letters, consisted of 1000 of the 
2000 shares given to Beavers. Edwin R. 
Bacon is a citizen of Louisville, Ky., and 
Mr. Heath's uncle by marriage. The 1000 
shares of stock issued to Bacon were re- 
turned to the company anonymously in @ 
black envelope after the investigation be- 
gan. 


More Evidence 


Involving Him 


The other case in which Mr. Heath's 
name appears has to do with the adopt'on 
by the postoffice department of the Dore- 
mus cancelling machine. This was the com- 
pany in which Senator George E. Green 
of Binghamton, N. Y., was interested, 

Six hundred and scventy-one of these 
machines were ordered by the government 
at a net cost of $143,475. H. J. Truesdale, 
who was formerly associated wiTh Mr. 
Green in the company, stated that Green 
told him he hed transferred to Mr. Heath 
$20,000 worth of the stock in consideration 
of receiving an order for less than 300 ma- 
chines. 

Truesdale says that he contributed $500 
of the stock to Green as his share of the 
amount to be given to Mr. Heath. He 
also stated that Doremus transferred $5000 
worth of etock in the same manner. Mr. 
Doremus denies any knowledge of the stock 
having been given to Mr. Heath, but states 
that he did contribute $6000 to Green, ‘‘to 
be used for the best interests of the com- 
pany." Truesdale subsequently told Dore- 
mus that the stock was to be transferred 
to Heath in consideration of receiving a 
large order for machines. 

Mr. Heath's name again appears in the 
report in connection with the Brandt au- 
tomatic cashier. Correspondence ts pub- 
lished, including a report showing efforts 
on the part of Winfield S. Strong of Can- 
ton, O., and George F. Miller, the Wash- 
ington agent, to interest Mr. Heath and 
Mr. Beavers in adopting this device. An 
order was given by Mr. Heath on May 3, 
1899, for 20 of the machines at $150 each. 
With the exception of a sight change in 
the bases the machines were exactly tfle 
same as those selling In the open market 
for 81%. Additional orders for 627 ma-/| 
chines were given and 217 were shipped to 
powumasters without requisitions, The de- 
partment bought 173 machines which were 
never used. Mr. Bristow says eliminating 
all indications of fraud and passing on the 
case wholly as a question of judgment, the 
transaction would have justified the sum- 
mary removal from office of Mr. Heath 
and Mr. Beavers, It was in connection with 
these transactions that Beavers, George F. 
Miller and former Congressman E. H. 
Driggs 6f Brooklyn were indicted.

About the St. Louis 
Get-Rich-Quick Men 


Mr. Bristow, touching orn the St. Louis 
get-rich-quick companies, says: 

“BE. J. Arnold & Co. of St. Louis, Mo., 
were conducting what is known as a ‘turf- 
investment scueme.' On Nov. 26, 1902, the 
inspectors, having investigated the com- 
pany, recommended that a fraud order be 
iwSsued against it. In the meantime the 
company had empjoyed Barrett as its at- 
tormney and pass him a fee of $000. And 
inatead of issuing a fraud order Tyner 
gave the company a letter of commenda- 
tion. Two days after Tyner wrote this 
ietter Barrett received a check of $1000 as 
an additional tee. The company faiied in 
February, 1903—assets, $75,40; Labiiities, 
$3,120,770. 

“J J. Ryan & Co. of St. Louis was a 
kindred institution to Arnold & Co. In 
wetover, lgvZ, the inspecto.s recommended 
a fraud order against this company. The 
company was given a hearing by the As- 
sistunt Attorney Generais oftice and an- 
other investigation by the inspectors was 
requested in the meaniume J. M. Johns, 
an attorney at Rockville, ind., made a 

ropysiuon to Ryan that for a fee of }$ov0u 


Vv. Miller of the Assistant Attoiney Gen- 
eral’'s office. After some negotiations it 
Was agreed that $40) would be paid to 
Johns by Ryan if he would give him a 
‘clean bill’ before the postoffice depart- 
ment. This Johns agreed to do, and Miller 
secured a favorable ruling for Ryan & Co.. 
which he sent to Johns. As a result of 
this uranegaction Milier and Johns were in- 
ted. 

“On Apri] 21, 1903, while the investigation 
of the assistant attornpey-general's office 
was in progress, Mrs. J. N. Tyner, in a 
clandestine manner, admitted Mrs. Barrett 
and Mr. Hammer, a safe expert, into @ 
private room of the assistant attorney-gen 
eral’s office, where he untocked the safe 
and took out all of the contents, whieh 
Mrs. Tyner carried off. What was in the 
safe no one knows but the Tyners. Mrs. 
Tyner stated that she went to the office 
and secured the contents of the safe under 
the direction of her husband, which stute- 
ment he confirmed. As a result of this 
episode Tyner was summarily removed 
from the office of assistant attorney-gen- 
eral and Christian resigned. 

“For six years under Tyner's administra- 
tion certain favored frauds and iotteries 
were given free use of the mails, Barrett's 
scheme was to resign and practice befvre 
the office, and Tyner’s part in that scheme, 
as set forth in the body o* this report, 
was the climax of official perfidy, more 
evil in its results and more demoralizing 
to the public conscience than outright em- 
bezziement or open theft. 

‘Tyner and Barrett were indicted on Oct. 
5 by the grandjury for the District of Co- 
lumbia for conspiracy to defraud.”’

“In the case of Metcalf, the superintend- 
ent of the money order system, the most 
vigorous protests were at first made on his 
belvalf by a large number of reputable cit- 
izens, and also by others, who-were at the 
time deemed reputable, but who it has 
since been discovered were 
Metcalf’'s misconduct. One o 
been indicted in connection 
When these investigations 
some nine months ago, many of the chiet 
offenders, who have been indicted or dis- 
missed, or both, as above enumerated, 
sae considered to have excellent heputza- 

ons. 

“A number of the most reapectable peo- 
ple in_the land offered voluntary testimony 
on behalf of Mr. Tyner. So highly were 
Messrs, Beavers and Machen thought of by 
those who had heen brought into close 
connection with them that the Congress 
actually provided at its last session for 
raising fhe salaries of both, the salary in 
each case being increased $500. to take effect 
at the beginning of the fiscal year on July 
1 last. y that date they were both out 
of office and the department of justice was 
taking steps to have them Indicted. 

“During Machen's terms of service he 
was twice investigated by the Congress, 
once by a comm'ttee of the Senate and 
once by a committee of the House, but# 
cleared on each occasion. Yet at that very 

riod, as has been shown in the present 

nvestigation. he was engaged in the cor- 
rupt business for which he has now been 
removed and indicted. This is no reflec- 
tion upon the committees who conducted 
the investigation; for so skillfully had 
Machen concealed his wrongdoing that it 
was only revealed after months of labori- 
ous and exhaustive work by trained in- 
spectors. 

“The detalis of the corruption are set 
forth in full in Mr. Bristow’s report and 
need not be recapitulated by me. AS re- 
gards Messrs. Beavers and Machen, the 
corruption took the form of bribery and 
blackmail 'm connection with the purchase 
of government supplies. In the office of 
the assistant attorney-general for the st- 
office department, under Tyner and Bar- 
rett, far greater wrong was inflicted upon 
the public than could be measured by a 
pecumiary standard, for in this office the 
cocyupsien of the government officials took 
the form of favoring get-rich-quick con- 
cerns and similar swindling schemes; in 
other words, the criminals whom it was the 
sworn duty of these government officials to 
prosecute paid them for permission to fleece 
the public unmolested. | 


Favors Extension of 
Statute of Limitation 


“IT heartily approve of the recommenda- 
tion of Messrs. Conrad and Bonaparte that 
the statute of limitations be extended in 
the case of government servants to a 
period of at least five years; for the per- 
sons who, in such positions of trust, en- 
gage in corrupt practices can ordinarily 


limitations. 

“This recommendation has been laid be- 
fore the Congiess In the report of the at- 
torney-general, and it is earnestly hoped 
that it will be acted upon favorably. More- 
over, our experience shows that outsiders 
influence sometimes sell : 
their influence to candidates for office, or, 
in other words. blackmail these candidates. 
Fhere should be legislation which will per- 
mit of summary dealing with such of- 
fenders. 

“However, the prime need is not new leg- 
islation, but the punishment of those who 
offend against existing laws. 

“In pursuance of this policy the indi- 
involved have been indicted.

no case has the indictment 
were convinced of the man’s guilt; and 
in every case the government will exhaust 
every expedient in its power in the effort 
to se that justice is metd out to th of- 
fenders. 

‘Those in the public service whose duty 
it is must ever be vigilant in the detection 
of wrohtgdoing, fearless in its exposure, re- 
lentless in its prosecution; but in the last 
resort, when everything which the public 
official, whether legislator, judge. or execu- 
tive officer, can do has been done, kt re- 
mains for the jury, drawn from the people 
and representing the people, to do even- 
handed justice, shielding the innocent, but 
declming to be misled by any plea into 
refraining from punishment of the guilty. 

‘“‘No erime stands for sterner reprobation 
than the crime of the corruptionist in pub- 
lic life and of the man who seeks to corrupt 
him. The bribegiver and the bribetaker are 
equally guilty. Both alike sin against the 
primary law of the state’sssafety. 

‘‘All questions of difference in party por 
icy sink into insignificance when the people 
of this country are brought face to face 
with a question like this. which lies at the 
root of honest and decent government. 

“On this question, and on all others like 
it, we can afford to have no divfBion among 
good citizens. In the last resort good laws 
and good administration alike must rest 
unon the broad basis of sound public opin- 
ion. 
‘“‘A dull public conscience, an easy-going 
acquiescence in corruption, infallibly means 
debasement in public life, and such debase 
ment in the end means the ruin of free in- 
stitutions. Self-government becomes 4a 
farce if the representatives of the people 
corrupt others or are themselves corrupted. 

“Freedom is not a gift which will tarry 
long in the hands of the dishonest or of 
those so foolish or so incompetent as to tol- 
erate dishonesty in their public servants. 
Under our system all power comes from tne 
people, and all punishment rests ultimately 
with the people. The tolerative of the 
wrong, not: the exposure of the wrong, is 
the real offense.”

never have had. When Lewis entered the 
service -he found his division in a de 
moraiized condition.

The tremendous in- 
crease in the regular postal services fre- 
uired the filline of thousands of new or- 
ers in new o S as well as old ones 
and the military B iy ~~ service nece<aitated 
the supplying thousands of offices in 
newly acquired territory.

Trade Topics 


An analysis of the corn crop production 
this year shows a decrease in the seven 
surplus states, in round numbers, of 36a,- 
000,000 bu, the decrease in each one of the 
so-called surplus states being about the 
same percentage as in others. In southern 
states there is an increase in’ production 
of 24,000,000 bu. and in all others an increage 
ol $1,000,000 bu. 

Notwithstanding the material decrease in 
terminal receil in the Northeest, com- 
pared with last year, interior elevators are 
said to have decreased their stocks for the 
month of November 2,000,000 bu. This de- 
crease is quite unprecedented for the month 
of November and shows to what slender 
dimensions farmers’ deliveries must have 
fallen. 

Siteadiness in American markets Saturday 
caused opening advance in Liverpool wheat 
but wuinieeeienl on liquidation in December, 
the free selling tnduced by an increase in 
weekly stooks where decrease was expect- 
ed.

The Piece Opened at the Century Sunday Night to a Crowd- 
ed House—Mary Mannering’s Opening at the Olympic To- 


night—‘Everyman’’ at the 


“All the money” is said to have been 
George Ade’s recommendation of ‘“Pegsy 
from Paris’ when he turned the mus.cal 
comedy over ‘to Henry W. Savage. 

It really is some of the money, as Ade. 
expresses measure of merit. The piece 
was seen for the first time in St. Louls at 
the Céntury Theater last night, and, while 
we could live without it, it must be given 
credit for being in many respects one of the 
rarest birds of its kind. 

The wit of George Ade is sure and un- 
failing. He could have made “Peggy from 
Paris’’ one continuous laveh. But Savage 
is too keen to let him do that, so in the 
musical comedy now at the Century we 
see the plot kicked off the stage every 
now and then and a few moments given up 
to @igrossion. These digressions are non- 
sensica] little things without much merit, 
but they serve to let the audience regain 
its breath before the man Ade shall reap- 
pear and shoot his victims full of a fresh 
batch of jokes. 

The piece opened to one of the biggest 
houses the Century has had this season. 
Every seat and box was taken. ‘‘Peggy 
from Paris’’ brought ite own orchestra to 
supplement the work of the regular mu- 
siciane, and the Century presented a Sun- 
day night scene that could hardly be sur- 
passed as a background to the mind's-eye 
picture of George Ade wallowing in riches.
